meet the demands for medical
service,

The surgeon general also has
sald that the shortage of phy-
giciang were more acute in rural
districts and predicted that the
future shortage would have
more serious implications if a
gystem is not devised to en-
courage greater enroliment at
the medical schools.

King emphasized that his reso-
lution would not set up any sub-
sidy plan but would permit the}
committee to explore all possible |
solutions to the problem.
